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A N OLD-SCHOOL DEM OCRAT'S CAREER. 


T he killing of ex J udge D avid S. Terry at 
Latlirop. Cal., y esterday m orning, was an 
appropriate ending of a life of violence and 
lawlessness. 
T he only wonder in connec tion 
with the affair is that in a section in w hich 


men are handy and prompt w ith deadly 
weapons. this man lived to rca? li the age of 
seventy -three in a state in which the hand of 
every man had been against him for thirty 
y ears. 
J udge Terry was a product of the 
old South, trained to believe in and defend 
slavery , and im bued with that instinctive 
savagery w hich is the characteristic of most 
of the old-tim e advocates of the peculiar in 
slitution. 
A native of Arkansas, and a par­ 
ticipant in the struggle of Fex as tor inde­ 
pendence, the M ex ican war and the rebellion, 
he could not adapt him self to the better civil- 
ization that grew up around him in a state 


settled 
by 
Northern 
men. 
In 
the 
early davs of California he was 
elected 
J udge 
of 
the 
Suprem e 
Court. 
W hile 
holding 
this 
ottice 
he 
left 
the 
bench at Sacramento to tight the \ igilanee 
Committee at San Francisco, w hich in ISnl 
and again in ISoti suppressed the outlaws and 
murderers w ho had maintained a reign of 
terror in that city . 
T ins led to an attempt 
at his arrest, w hich he resisted by stabbing 
Sterling A. Hopkins, the policem an desig­ 
nated to arrest him , in the neck, causing an 
almost fatal wound. H opkins recoven d. and 
Terry was released. 
In those day s Ien y and 
David C. Broderick were friends, but they 
afterwards separated on the slavery question. 
Broderick was elected to the I idled States 
Senate, and was able by bis influence to de­ 
feat Terry 's nom ination for ( hief J ustice ot 
the state in 1*59. 
Out of this grew the quar­ 
rel which culm inated in the fam ous duel of 
September K>, 
1*59. 
in which Broderick 
was killed. 
This duel has alw ay s hem re­ 
garded by Broderick's friends as a carefully 
planned and deliberate murder. 
I crry had 
practiced with a brace of pistols for weeks, 
and managed to have these weapons selected 
for the encounter. 
The pistol given to Brod­ 
erick had the trigger “ set so line" that the 
slightest pressure was sufficient to discharge 
it, while that of Terry ’s was so set as to be 
entirely under his control. 
Broderick s pis 
tol was discharged ¡is he lifted it, and the 
contents were buried in the ground. 
1 hen 
Terrv deliberately sent a shot into B rod­ 
erick’s breast. 
T he latter, as be lay dy ing, 
ex claim ed: “ T hey have killed me because 1 
was opposed to slavery and a corrupt adm in­ 
istration.” 
H is murder was the death blow 
to the pro-slavery party in California. 
Terry 
was a nested but never tried. 
On the day set 
for his trial the witnesses were becalm ed on a 
vessel in the bay , and before their arrival the 
friendly 
court 
dism issed 
the 
case. 
In 
1*01 
Terry , 
having 
lost 
his 
political 
standing in California, went to T ex as and 
was appointed to the com m and of a rebel 
regiment, 
lie served through the war, and 
at its close returned to California and tried 
to recover his old political standing. 
He sue 
ceeded in getting a place on the Democratic 
State Com m ittee, and in 18*0 was nominate 
as an elector on the Dem ocratic ticket. 
The 
Democrats carried the state for Hancock, but 
Terry ’s unpopularity defeated him , and Gar- 
tield and Arthur received one electoral vote 
from California. 
T his m ortify .ng evidence 
of his unpopularity ended his political career. 
The quarrel with United States J ustice 
Field which has ended with his death glow­ 
e d of his relations with Sarah A lthea H ill, 
whom lie served as counsel in her divorce 
suit against ex -Seuator 
illiam Sharon, the 
Nevada silver king. 
She produced a writ­ 
ten marriage contract, w hich 
Sharon de­ 
clared a forgery . 
T he state court decided 
in the woman's favor, and the case passed 
through various stages until it reached the 
United States C ircuit Court over which J udge 
Field presided. 
In the m eantim e Sharon had 
died, and the woman set up an additional 
claim for dower and arrears of alim ony . 
A f­ 
ter Sharon's death Terry married Miss H ill, 
and appeared in court ¡is both her counsel 
and husband. 
The decision of the J ustice 
was that the marriage contract was a forgery . 
W hen this decision was read Sarah Althea 
becam e so disorderly that the Deputy Mar­ 
shal was directed to lead her from the room. 
Terry interfered, striking the D eputy with 
his list and attem pting to stab him with a 
knife. 
J ustice Field at once sentenced Terry 
to six months' and his w ife to thirty day s im ­ 
prisonm ent for contem pt of court. 
1 hese 
sentences were enforced to the end, and 
Terry had been out of jail but a short tim e. 
H is threats of 
violence 
to 
the J ustice 
hail been so openly and defiantly uttered that 
D eputy Marshal N agle, w ho did the shooting 
y esterday , had been instructed by Attorney 
General M iller to atteu i closely upon the 
J ustice and protect him w hile in California. 
N agle is a brave officer, accustom ed to deal­ 
ing with desperadoes, and a dead shot. 
He 
was sitting opposite the J ustice at the depot 
table when Terry cam e up behind the latter 
and gave him a slap in the face. 
1 he nex t 
blow was to have been a harder one, for 
Terry had doubled up his list auii drawn 
back his arm as if preparing to strike with all 
bis strength. 
N agle w as instantly on his 
feet, and cried, “ H old ! Stop !” 
Terry evi­ 
dently did not know the man or his relations 
to the J ustice, tor he paid no attention to 
him . 
Q uick as a flash the Marshal drew his 
pistol and fired tw o shots alm ost sim ultaneous­ 


ly . 
T he first w ent through T erry ’s heart 
and the second through the door. 
On receiv­ 
in g his w ound Terry sank to the floor, his 
legs doubling up under him , instead of fall­ 
ing at full length. 
H is death was instanta­ 
neous. 
N agle was arrested and convey ed to 
¡Stockton, w here he w as lodged in jail. 
J us. 
tice Field continued his journey to ban Fran- 


cisco.

condition of suspended anim ation often so 
closely resembles death 
a s to deceive the 
very elect, and is likely to last several day s 
before death or recovery takes place. 
Dr- 
Clarke holds, therefore, that the most thor­ 
ough tests should be tried before the funeral 
arrangements ¡ire made. 
“ T he only real sign of death,” (he quotes 
from D unglinson’s Medical Dictionary ) “ is 
the com m encem ent 
of 
putrefaction," and 
this first sign does not come till the third day 
after death. 
It is therefore considered a ve ry 
serious question whether phy sicians are ju sti­ 


fied in allow ing, without protest, the burial 
of a person one day after death, 
as is fre­ 


quently done. 
T he cooling of the body , the learned dor 
tor insists, is not a test of death. 
“ It comes 
gradually through the radiation of internal 
heat, and from this cause the ex ternal sur­ 
face may become warmer than before death, 
and after death the internal temperature may 
be higher than before death, due to the gen­ 
eration of gases. 
T he coolness produced by 
the rapid evaporation of m oisture] should not 
he mistaken for cadaveric coldness.” 
The 
subject is one of transcendant im portance to 
the whole human fam ily , and the suggestions 
here thrown out seem to he w orthy of gen­ 
eral acceptance. 
People have been known to 
tremble with terror on reopening the grave 
of ¡i friend, lest som e aw ful mistake had been 
made.

Carolina and Ids safe return to his friends in 
Pittsburg is an unex pected event, and justi. 
ties Gov. Beaver’s confidence in the honor of 
Southern officials when put to the te>t. Y ell­ 
dell pleaded piteously against ex iradition 
when it was called for, say ing that it meant 
certain death to him . but the Pennsy lvania 
Governor ordered him sent South. 
He was 
tried by a jury of w hile men in a court (¡re­ 
sided over by a w hite J udge, ami acquitted 
on the ground of self.defense. 
T he white 
Dem ocratic 
mob 
that 
surrounded 
the 
cou it 
house 
had 
resolved 
to 
ly nch 
him 
if 
he 
was 
acquitted, 
but 
a 
com pany of armed South Carolinians guarded 
the jail while he remained tin re, and escorted 
him to Columbia, w lieie be took a special 
train for the North, 
lie is now safe, and 
congratulates him self on his unex pected es­ 
cape. 
Tb e outcom e can hardly he charged to the 
unw illingness of South Carolina to hang a 
man, for though it acquitted M cDow for the 
grave olFense of murdering 
alt 
influential 
Dem ocrat, it has hanged colored men by the 
score. 
It is probable that if Y elldell had 
been caught in South Carolina he would 
have leached the gallow s. 
But the net ol 
G ov. Beaver was an ex pression 
of confi­ 
dence which put the state upon its honor, 
and lienee the prisoner received a fair trial 
and protection. 
It is the most honorable act 
towards a colored man that stands upon the 
records of South Carolina. 
But it was com ­ 
m itted on the understanding that 
P en n sy l­ 
vania held its .'ister stale m orally responsible 
foi the life of the surrendered prisoner. 
It is to he hoped that South Carolina will 
realize the com fort and lux ury of doing the 
right thing, and be tempted to do so again. 
It lias learned som ething of the strength c.f 
the sentim ent at the North, that a negro has 
rights w hich w hite men are hound to respect- 


drawn from each weapon beforehand in or ­ 
der to avoid any pos-ible casualties. 
T he duel, indeed, ex ceeds in interest the 
fam ous duel in which D eW ilt Clinton and 
J ohn Swart wout figured,back of W eebawken 
in 1802, 
when it was every

quarrel between the tw o was political, and, 
consequently ', in those day s was very bitter. 
It was not a ease of our 
higher civilization,

saloon. 
Cliuton and Swartwout met deter­ 
mined to hurt. 
Clinton hit Swartwout five 
tim es, and each time Sw artw out dem anded 
another shot. 
Once he was hit in the arm 
then in the ¡eg, then in the finger and finally 
som ewhere else, but, even struggling on the 
ground in great pain, 
he insisted that he 
should 
have 
another 
chance, 
though 
his antagonist 
was 
y et 
uninjured. 
In 
view of such ridiculous persistency Mr. C lin­ 
ton finally cast his pistol <>n the ground and 
walked off. with the remark that he had no 
iiitienee w ith a man w ho did not know when 
it her his wounded honor or his w ounded 
bodv w as .satisfied.

A G reat P lace for C lam * an d F ish on L on g 
Islan d . 
[From Hit? Brookly n Standard Union ] 
In 1834 the inlet between the ocean and 
Shiim ecoek Bay closed. 
Before lliat lim e it 
w as understood by ¡ill the old inhabitant 
that it had not closed for forty y ears befon 
A fter the inlet dosed the surface water and 
the water from the springs increased its rise 
several feet until ¡it hist it burst open. 
Dur 
ing the forty y ears that the inlet was open a 
man could catch from forty to fifty bushel 
of clam s a day , and sheep-head, weaktish, 
striped bass and other varieties of fish could 
be caught by the ton. 
W hen the inlet 
closed in 
1*34 it 
remained 
closed 
for 
eleven y ears, the water becam e stagnant 
and 
the 
fish 
and 
clam s 
died 
by the load. 
A nother inlet was opened by 
m anual labor. 
It ran twenty -seven y ears am 
the bay remained good until 18(15, and an un 
lim ited quantity of ti-h of all kin dsup t.o that 
tim e could be caught. 
The opening of that 
inlet showed its value, as a person w ith hook 
and lino could go and take in a day from 100 
to 150 fish of the size of three to nine pounds 
T he clams 
and 
oy sters 
increased 
and 
spaw ned, and there was any quantity of fish. 
Since that tim e it has been opened 
nearly 
every y ear. 
Mr. W hittaker of Southam pton say s that 
from 1850 to 1805 he was an agent ¡it Canoe 
Place for the purchase of clams taken from 
Shiim ecoek Bay , and that he paid out during 
that tim e about $75 a day during the season 
and there were other purchasers of clam s to 
as great ex tent as him self. 
The d am s were 
hauled across the neck between Shinned 
and Peconic bay s, where the canal now runs 
through, aud put on vessels for shipm ent to 
N ew York and Connecticut. 
T here used to 
ha 
from 
tw elve to 
fifteen 
vessels ly ing 
in 
Peconic Bay to take these clam s to 
market. 
The fish could not he shipped, 
there 
being 
no 
railroad, 
but 
limited 
quantities were carried to different places 
to supply the dem and, w hile tons of edible 
fish were throw n on the land for manure. 
M enhaden could he caught by the million. 
Since the opening of the canal the fishing has 
been fair. 
T he fishermen ¡ire joy ous over 
the prospect of having a renewal of the old- 
tim e fishing and clam m ing in the bay , as 
since the opening of the inlet last y ear the 
oy sters and clam s have increased and bid fair 
to tic as num erous as ever. 
E very effort 
w ill be made to keep the inlet open so that 
there w ill be a continual flow of water in and 
out of the bay . 
T he canal will have a ten­ 
dency to keep the inlet open. 
Forty y ears 
ago the bay produced $150,9 00 a y ear, over 
100 boats being engaged in the clam business 
alone.

AN OLD-SCHOOL DEMOCRATS CAREER. 


The killing of ex Judge David S. Terry at 
Lntlirop, Cal., yesterday morning, was an 
appropriate ending of a life of violence and 
lawlessness. The only wonder in connection 
with the affair is that in a section in which 
men are handy and prompt with deadly 
weapons, this man lived to rea h the age of 
seventy-three in a state in which the hand of 
every man had been against him for thirty 
years. 
Judge Terry was a product of the 
old South, trained to believe in and defend 
slavery, and imbued with that instinctive 
savagery which is the characteristic of most 
of the old-time advocates of the peculiar in 
stitution. A native of Arkansas, and a par­ 
ticipant in the struggle of Texas tor inde­ 
pendence, the Mexican war and the rebellion, 
he could not adapt himself to the better civil­ 
ization that grew up around him in a state 
settled 
by 
Northern 
men. 
In 
the 
early davs of California he was elected 
Judge 
of 
the 
Supreme Court. 
While 
holding 
this 
ottice 
he 
left 
the 
bench at Sacramento to fight the Vigilance 
Committee at San Francisco, which in 1851 
and again in ISofi suppressed the outlaws and 
murderers who had maintained a reign ol 
terror in that city. This led to an attempt 
at his arrest, which he resisted by stabbing 
Sterling A. Hopkins, the policeman desi 
nated to arrest him, in the neck, causing ¡ 
almost fatal wound. Hopkins recovered, and 
Terry was released. In those days lerryand 
David C. Broderick were friends, but they 
afterwards separated on the slavery question 
Broderick was elected to the United States 
Senate, and was able by his influence to de 
feat Terry's nomination for Chief Justice of 
the state in 1859. 
Out of this grew the quar­ 
rel which culminated in the famous duel of 
September lfi, 1*59, in which Broderick 
was killed. 
This duel has always been re 
garded by Broderick’s friends as a carefully 
planned and deliberate murder. 
Terry had 
practiced with a brace of pistols for wee 
and managed to have these weapons selected 
for the encounter. 
The pistol given to Brod­ 
erick had the 'rigger “set so fine” that the 
slightest pressure was sufficient to discharge 
it, while that of Terry’s was so set as to be 
entirely under his control. 
Broderick’s pi 
tol was discharged as lie lifted it, and the 
contents were buried in the ground. 
Then 
Terrv deliberately sent a shot into Brod 
crick’s breast. 
The latter, as he lay dying, 
exclaimed: “ They have killed me because I 
was opposed to slavery and a corrupt admit 
istration.” His murder was the death blow 
to the pro-slavery party in California. 
Terry 
was arrested but never tried. 
On the day set 
for his trial the witnesses were becalmed on a 
vessel in the bav, and before their arrival the 
friendly 
court dismissed 
the case. 
In 
1S61 
Terry, 
having lost 
his 
political 
standing in California, went to Texas and 
was appointed to the command of a rebel 
regiment. 
Deserved through the war, and 
at its close returned to California and tried 
to recover his old political standing, 
lie »uc- 
ceeded in getting a place on the Democratic 
State Committee, and in 1880 was nominated 
as an elector on the Democratic ticket. 
The 
Democrats carried the state for Hancock, but 
Terry’s unpopularity defeated him. and Gar 
field and Arthur received one electoral vote 
from California. 
This mortifying evidence 
of his unpopularity ended his political career. 
The quarrel with United States Justice 
Field which has ended with his death giew 
out of his relations with Sarah Althea 11 ill, 
whom he served as counsel in her divorce 
suit against ex-Senator William Sharon, the 
Nevada silver king. 
She produced a writ­ 
ten marriage contract, which Sharon de 
dared a forgery. The state court decided 
in the woman’s favor, and the case passed 
through various stages until it reached the 
United Stales Circuit Court over which Judge 
Field presided. 
lathe meantime Sharon had 
died, aud the woman set up an additional 
claim for dower and arrears of alimony. Af­ 
ter Sharon’s death Terry married Miss Ilill, 
and appeared in court as both her counsel 
and husband. 
The decision of the Justice 
was that the marriage contract was a forgery. 
When this decision was read Sarah Althea 
became so disorderly that the Deputy Mar­ 
shal was directed to lead her from the room. 
Terry interfered, striking the Deputy with 
his list and attempting to stab him with a 
knife. Justice Field at once sentenced Terry 
to six months' and his wife to thirty days' im 
prisonmeut for contempt of court. 
These 
sentences were enforced to the end, and 
Terry had been out of jail but a short time. 
His threats of 
violence to 
the Justice 
had been so openly and defiantly uttered that 
Deputy Marshal Nagle, who did the shooting 
yesterday, had been instructed by Attorney 
General Miller to atteu 1 closely upon the 
Justice and protect him while in California. 
Nagle is a brave officer, accustomed to deal 
ing with desperadoes, and a dead shot. 
lie 
was sitting opposite the Justice at the depot 
table when Terry came up behind the latter 
and gave him a slap in the face. 
The next 
blow was to have been a harder one, for 
Terry had doubled up his fist aud drawn 
back his arm us if preparing to strike with all 
his strength. 
Nagle was instantly on his 
feet, and cried, “ Hold ! Stop 1” Terry evi­ 
dently did not know the man or his relations 
to the Justice, tor he paid no attention to 
him. Quick as a flash the Marshal drew his 
pistol and fired two shots almost simultaneous 
ly. The first went through Terry’s heart 
and the second through the door. 
On receiv­ 
ing his wound Terry sank to the floor, his 
legs doubling up under him, instead of fall­ 
ing at full length. 
His death was instanta­ 
neous. Nagle was arrested and conveyed to 
Stockton, where he was lodged In jail. Jus. 
tice Field continued his journey to Ban Fran 
cisco.

‘The only real sign of death,” (he quotes 
from Dunglinsou’s Medical Dictionary) “ is 
the commencement of 
putrefaction,” and 
this first sign does not come till the third day 
after death. 
It is therefore considered a very 
serious question whether physicians are justi­ 
fied in allowing, without protest, the buria' 
of a person one day after death, as is fre­ 
quently done. 
The cooling of the body, the learned doc 
tor insists, is not a test of death. 
“ It comes 
gradually through the radiation of internal 
heat, and from this cause the external sur­ 
face mav become warmer than before death, 
and after death the internal temperature may 
be higher than before death, due to the gen­ 
eration of gases. 
The coolness produced by 
the rapid evaporation of moisture] should not 
be mistaken for cadaveric coldness.” The 
subject is one of transcendant importance to 
the whole human family, and the suggestions 
here thrown out seem to be worthy of gen­ 
eral acceptance.

Yi 
dell pleaded piteously against extradition 
when it was called for, saying that it meant 
certain death to him. but the Pennsylvania 
Governor ordered him sent South.

ided over by a white Judge, and acquitted 
on the ground of self-defense.

The outcome can hardly be charged to the 
unwillingness of South Carolina to hang a 
mau, for though it acquitted McDow for the 
grave offense of murdering an influentia 
Democrat, it has hanged colored men by the 
score.

SHINNECOCK BAY. 


Are we all in danger of being buried alive? 
Dr. "Win. B- Clarke of Indianapolis read a 
very instructive paper on this subject at the 
recent anuual meetimr of the State Homoeo­ 
pathic Medical Society of Indiana. 
He cited 
several mistakes that had been made on the 
subject of life and death. Edward Bath of 
Syracuse recently opened the grave of his 
daughter aged seventeen, and found the body 
turned and the hands filled with hair that the 
girl had torn from her head in the agony of 
mind and body. In St. Louis a young wo­ 
man had an attack of catalepsy which was 
mistaken for death, but a sign ot life was dis­ 
covered as the coffin was about to be closed, 
40d her life was saved.

to 150 fish of the size of three to nine pound 
The clams 
and 
oysters 
increased 
and 
spawned, and there was any quantity of tisli 
Since that time it has been opened nearly 
every year. 
Mr. "Whittaker of Southampton says that 
from 1850 to 1805 lie was an agent at Canoe 
Place for the purchase of clams taken from 
Shinnecock Bay, and that lie paid out duriu 
that time about ^75 a day during the season 
and there were other purchasers of clams I 
as great extent as himself. 
The clams weri 
hauled across the neck between Sliimnc 
and Peconic bays, where the canal now runs 
through, and put on vessels for shipment t 
New York and Connecticut, 
There used to 
ba from twelve to 
fifteen vessels lyiu 
in Peconic Bay to take these clams t 
market. 
The fish could not lie shipped 
there 
being 
no 
railroad, 
but limited 
quantities were carried to different plací 
to supply the demand, while tons of edible 
fish were thrown on the land for manure 
Menhaden could be caught by the million 
Since the opening of the canal the fishing lin 
been fair. 
The fishermen are joyous ove 
the prospect of having a renewal of the old 
time fishing and clamming in the bay, i 
since the opening of the inlet last year the 
oysters and clams have increased and bid fni 
to be as numerous as ever. 
Every effort 
will be made to keep the inlet open so that 
there will lie a continual How of water in and 
out of the bay. 
The canal will have a ten 
deney to keep the inlet open. 
Forty year 
ago the bay produced $150,000 a year, ove 
1Ó0 boats being engaged in the clam business 
alone.

Plain swimming is a per 
feet I v easv and sim ple operation. 
Keep your hands 
open, 
with 
th e 
palms rather 
c o n c av e , 
and 
the lingers close together, so 
that 
n> water 
can 
pass 
between 
them. 
Lean 
with 
your 
chest on the w at-r. and 
as 
vou throw 
you 1 
arms forward your body will assume a horizontal 
position just beneath the surface. 
With slow and 
steady action let the legs follow the m otions of the 
arms, or rather act simultaneously with them. Then 
spread the hands so as to describe a hulf circle, the 
elbows coming close to tlie body and the hands to 
the chest, a few yards is all you will accomplish 
at first. 
Keep up your head in all cases, and if you 
feel any inconv. nfence by the water entering your 
m nth, close j our lips, and it cannot g et in.. Ip get 
ting ready for each sucfcessiVe strdfte. draw back 
your legs by a simultaneous motion. kcOp t ie feet 
wide apart, with the toes well turned out, and. as 
you send out tlie arms, kick the legs backwards and 
sideways to tlie full extent, keeping them separate 
until they have descriln d as wide a circle as possi­ 
ble, the legs closing together at the end of each 
stroke. 
Press against the water with the sole of 
the foot, and not with the toes, and you will make 
more easy ami rapid progress. 
For you must re 
collect that, thoug h the limpid water divides easily 
enough as 
your hands and feet pass through 
it. a real 
resistance is offered by 
ii to the

this resistance you must, to a certain extent, rely in 
propelling yourself forward. W ithout this simul­ 
taneous action of the arms and legs it is impossible 
to become a good swimmer. In propelling the body 
through the water, it is of the utmost cousequ oiet; 
to u-e the feet proper y; and to do so if is n ces- 
sur.y so to turn tin* ankle joint that, in drawing the 
leg up alter the kick, the instep, or upper pan of 
fo< t , « ff-rs the sm allest possible rcsi-iaucc to tin 
water. This action of the ankle is exceeding ly im­ 
portant. and is indeed one of the g reat secrets of 
good sw ¡mining.

As an introduction to a sub urb an park , 
or the ex tension of the m ain street of a coun ­ 
try village, especially w hen it leads to som e 
ob ject of adequate dignity, such an avenue is 
alw ays satisfying.

The sombre weather of to-day together 
with the heavy shade trees that line so many 
streets in this City caused many houses to lie 
gloomy. It is again pointed out that the po 
tent influence of sunlight upon health can 
hardly be exaggerated. Dr. Weir Mitchell, 
in his interesting researches on snake poisons, 
found that the poison of the deadly cobra, if 
exposed to sunlight for a brief time, became 
harmless. Professor Huxley has shown that 
yeast increases indefinitely in volume amid 
darkness and damp, while in sunlight just 
the reverse is the case. Sunless houses are 
the natural creators of illness. 
The prev 
alence of goitre in Siberia, which attacks 12 
and often 25 per cent, of the people in some 
villages, is ascribed to the accumulation of 
tilth in deep narrow valleys and the habit of 
Russian peasants of keeping their houses 
tightly closed. On this subject the Netr 
York Commercial Advertiser says: 
F rit' access of light favors nutrition and regular 
ity of development, and contributes to beautify the 
countenance; while deficiency of light is usually 
characterized by ugliness, rickets and deformity, 
and is a fruitful source of scrofula and consumption 
in any climate. It is probable that one of the chief 
benefits derived by invalids from a winter sojourn 
at Alpine or tropical resorts is due to the larger 
am ount of sunlight enjoyed. 
Trim the shade trees ! 
Several narrow escapes from drowning 
have recently occurred hereabout in the Hud 
son River and Rondout Creek. 
A Doctor 
says: 
There Is no knack in swimming, albeit few of us 
swim by instinct. Remember that the one indis- 
pensable requi-ite is the confident belief that you 
cannot sink while you keep your hands under water 
and your legs the least in motion. Every person 
should know that his or her body is specifically 
lighter than water. Plain swimming is a per 
feet 1 v easy and simple operation. Keep your hand 
open, with the palms rather concave, and 
the lingers close together, so that no water 
can pass between 
them. 
Lean 
with your 
chest on the wat-r. and as vou throw you 
arm s forward your body will assume a horizontal 
positiou just beneath the surface. With slow and 
steady action let the legs follow the motions of the 
arm s,'or rather act simultaneously witli them. Then 
spread the hands so as to describe a half circle, tli 
elbows coming close to the ho<lv and the hands i 
the chest. A few yards is all you will accomplish 
at first. Keep up your head in all cases, and if you 
fuel any inconvenience by the water entering your 
ni nth, close your litis, and it cauuot get j„. In get 
ting ready for each suofcessiVe strdfte, draw back 
your legs by a simultaneous motion. keVp the fet 
wide apart, with the toes well turned out, and, ns 
you send out the arms, kick the legs backwards and 
sideways to the full extent, keeping them separate 
until they have describí d as wide a circle as possi 
ble, the" legs closing together at the end of each 
stroke. Press against the water with the sole of 
the foot, and not with the toes, and you will makt 
more easy ami rapid progress. For you must re 
collect that, though the limpid water divides easily 
enough as your hands and feet pass through 
it, a real resistance is offered by it to the 
body 
of 
the swimmer; 
and

is 
this"resistente you must, to a certain extent, rely in 
propelling yourself forward. W ithout this sitnul 
taneoiis action of the arm s and legs it is impossibl 
to become a good sw immer. In propelling tlie body 
through the wat-r, it is of the utm ost consequent 
to u-e the feet proper y; and to do so it is n cos 
sar.v so to turn tn*‘ ankle joint that, in drawing th 
leg up after the kick, the instep, or upper part of 
foot, i ff-rs the smallest possible resistance to t 
water. This action of the ankle is exceedingly i 
portnnt, and is indeed one of the great secrets o 
good sw ininilng.

C IT Y H EA LTH O FFIC ER S ARRAIGNED. 
W hat A lbert M auterstock anti D r. C. F . 
K eefe Saul H ere To-D ay. 
The funeral of an 11-year old girl named 
Mathcis was held yesterday from the home 
of the parents on Spring street. She died of 
black diphtheria. 
Albert Mauterstock, who lives opposite the 
house in which the Mathcis family dwell, 
said this forenoon: 
This City has a nice Board of Health! Here is a 
girl who dies of black diphtheria and a public 
funeral is allowed to be held. Not alone this, but 
two children of the family were allowed to go in the 
streets and play with other children and people to 
»o in und out of the house. I do not blame the 
fam ily so much, for probably they were ignorant of 
the character of the disease, but 1 do blame the 
Board of Health. I understand that there is an­ 
other ease of black diphtheria in W'iltwyck. the pa­ 
tient being a young woman 28 years of age. The 
most vigorous m easures should be taken to prevent 
the disease from spreading.” 
Dr. C. F. Keefe said : 
“ The Mathies ease was a bad one. 1 notified the 
Boatd of Health about it on Monday, the day before 
death ensued. I do not know whether or not tlie 
Board took any action in the m atter. Another ch id 
in the same family is ill. I visited it this forenoon nnd 
found a pimple on its throat. Oa Tuesday a tivi- 
ar-old liov on Union-avenue died from black diplr 
thcria. I told the parents to bury the child as 
quickly as possible and have tlie funeral private, 
and they did so. It would tie a terrible calam ity if 
a scourge of black dipntheria should break out 
here.”

Theodore Child has written for the Sep 
tom her number of Harper's Magazine an ar 
tide upon “American Artists at the Paris Ex 
hibiiion,” illustrated with 20 engravim 
nearly nil lull pages - from paintings by 
Whistler. Dannat, Sargent. Harrison. Hitcl 
cock, Melchets, Gav, Knight, Stcxvart 
Pearce, Weeks, Reinhart, Mosler, Millet 
Beckwith and Thayer. Mr. Child does not 
hesitate to say that the American Fine Art 
section at the Universal Exhibition was “om 
of the strongest and most interesting of 
the foreign departments.” He continues 
“To justify this affirmation by comparisons 
would be useless.

T rees A long R oadsides. 
[From Garden and Forest.] 
Tlie planting of trees along till highways is 
usually insisted upon as a public duty bv per­ 
sons who take an active interest in matters 
which pertain to rural improvement. The 
first work undertaken by village-improve- 
ment societies is most frequently roadside 
tree-planting. The activity of Arbor Day is 
apt to expend itself id the same direction,and 
very often the work is commendable from 
every point of view. A long, straight, level 
avenue with a row of elms, or sugar maples, 
or tulip trees on either side set on smooth 
turf at regular intervals, is always beautiful. 
No nobler approach to a stately man­ 
sion can be conceived of than such an ave­ 
nue.
